Reading Materials in Hiligaynon 
using bloom library 


Some of the issues of the implemen¬ 
tation of the Mother Tongue Based Multi¬ 
lingual Education (MTB-MLE) are the 
scarcity of resource materials and refer¬ 
ences like Hiligaynon books, dictionaries 
and other instructional materials, and lack 
of trainings for teachers. To answer these 
issues, a training/workshop on the creation 
of local language materials was held on 
August 25, 2016 at the Negros Occidental 
Library, Bacolod City. This was initiated by 
Beyond Access Philippines and National 
Library of the Philippines in partnership 
with Association of Public Information 
Specialists of Negros Occidental. 

The said activity was attended by 
50 teachers and librarians who handle 
elementary students near the library. This 
was coordinated by Ms. Greta T. Memoria 
and Dr. Joyce P. Deloso from the Municipal 
Library and Provincial library. 


The teachers were taught on how to 
create picture dictionaries, simple books 
and big books using software called Bloom 
Library. 


After the training, participants were 
able to produce their own outputs which 
according to them, were very useful to 
meet the informational needs and provide 
reference for their pupils as well as 
parents. 


Bloomlibrary software: the newest 
thing in children's library section 


For the past ten years, the National 
Library of the Philippines with its Children's 
Section, is conducting storytelling for 
children nationwide. Throughout the years, 
what we have noticed and often encoun¬ 
tered whenever we conduct story telling in 
the provinces is the use of mother tongue. 
Most of the children don't understand 
Tagalog dialect, but now we have disco¬ 
vered a software that can help us through 
this dilemma. Introduced by Beyond 
Access Philippines, the Bloom Library 
Software. 


We know that it will 
take countless of books to 
make reading worthwhile 
and fun. True literacy 
requires a lot of reading 
materials. Otherwise, read¬ 
ers will not get enough 
practice. But it has always 
been the problem in regards 
to who will make all those 
books, how will we find the 
time, and where will get the 
content? That is why Bloom 
was created. 
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Bloom is a computer program which 
was designed to make book easier to 
create. Bloom was designed with new 
computer users in mind and has special 
features to guide the users. It can help 
people to get involved in building a large 
collection books in the local language. 
Later, other people can use Bloom to 
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translate those books into other 
languages. 

Bloom, a collection is a group of 
books, shell books or templates. There are 
two kinds of collections. A vernacular 
collection is a collection that uses a nation¬ 
al or regional language. The nooks and 
shell books made here are intended to be 
books that will be translated in vernacular 
collections. That is, they are one of the 
sources of books. 


Disability awareness training (Bohol) 

The National Library of the Philip¬ 
pines (NLP) through its Library for the 
Blind Section (LBS) that serves as imple- 
menter of the Republic Act 7277 (Magna 
Carta for Disabled Persons) in partnership 
with the Provincial Government of Bohol, 
Bohol Provincial Library and Information 
Center, and Balilihan Congressional Library 
held the Disability Awareness Training last 
August 25-26, 2016. 






After the talks, 
participants are given the 
opportunity for queries 
through the question and 
answer session. 


National Library of the Philippines 
will train librarians in the public sector 
(public libraries and school public libraries) 
as well as grade school teachers/educators 
on how to use bloom computer program 
for generating vernacular materials and 
readers to support the Government's K-12 
Mother Tongue Based Multilingual Educa¬ 
tion (MT8-MLE) Program. This includes 
creation and publication of basic books, 
shell books, big books as beginner level 
and decodable readers and leveled readers 
for advanced learners. 


The two-day training workshops 
were both held at the Provincial Library of 
Bohol were 30 participants attended.
